E. P. Fowler Charged With 
Extorting Money From a 
Contractor for Democratic 
Campaign Contribution.

New York, November 14.—Everett P. 
| Fowler, of Kingston, N. Y., who was de- 
‘scribed by John A. Hennessy, graft 
‘investigator for former Governor Sulzer, 
‘as the Tammany “bagman” for con- 
itributions from state highway con- 
| tractors, was indicted today on a charge 
\Oof extortion. He was accused of fore- 
‘ing Seneca P. Hull, a highway con- 
‘tractor of Cortland, N. Y., and an en- 
‘rolled republican, to give $250 as a 
democratic campaign contribution under 
threat that the work on Hull’s $23,500 
| State road contract in Cortland county 
‘would not be approved by the state 
(highway inspectors and that his pay 
| would be held up. 

| The indictment was the first grow- 
|ing out of the inquiry by District At- 
|torney Whitman into the charge of 
graft in the state highway department 
;|made by Hennessy during his recent 
election campaign against Tammany 
Hall and repeated by him as a witness 
at the district attorney’s John Doe-in- 
quiry.. More indictments which may in- 
clude conspiracy as well as extortion 
| are expected. 

Documentary Evidence,

|ters from William H. Kelley, democratic

|'AGED SKULL TENDS | 
TO SHOW THAT APE 
SPRANG FROM MAN 


New York, November 14.—Dr. J. Leon 
Williams, of London, an eminent au- 
thority on anthropology and geology, 
arrived teday from Liverpool with fif- 
teen skulls of pre-historic man, one of 
which he estimated to be 500,000 years 
old. This skull was found by work- 
men near Folkestone, Engiand, in 
strata that dated back prior to the 
pleistocene era and its existence and 
discovery have confirmed Dr. Williams 
in the belief that mankind is at least 
half a million years old. 

Dr. Williams said _ the finding of 
these ancient skulls and other human 
bones did not disprove, in his ®pinion, 
the popular theory of evolution, but al- 
tered it in some degree. Instead of 
man being a descendant of the ape, 
Mr. Williams said, these skulls tend to 
confirm the belief that the anthropoid 


ape was an offshoot of primitive man. 
One of the chief distinctions between 
these skulls and those of the ape, he 
said, was in the teeth.

10 DROP CLEMENTS 


So Declares The Washington 
Times—-Judge’s Friends Up 
in Arms Over Prospect.

Washington, November 14.—(Special.) 
Judge Clements’ friends are up in arms 
over the prospect of his being dropped 
from the interstate commerce commis- 
sion after twenty-one years of service. 
It is particularly unfortunate that 
Judge Clements, the oldest, and Judge 
Prouty, next tothe oldest, are to go 
out about the same time. 

In commenting upon the _ situation 
this afternoon, The Washington Times, 
an independent republican paper, has 
this to say: 

“The commission can ill afford to lose 
the experience and righteous viewpoint 
of either. To have both go at once 
would be highly unfortunate. 

“The people who are concerned to 
maintain the commisson somewhere 
near the high level of ability and serv- 
ice that has been maintained in recent 
years, feel that this is a very grave 
juncture. Commissioner Prouty retired 
to manage the railroad valuation busi- 
ness, which is in the line of the same 
service. But with him retired, the reas- 
on for keeping Mr. Clements on the 
commission becomes doubly urgent. He 
should not be crowded out in order to 
make room for a personal or political 
appointment. The public has some 
rights in this matter that cannot safe- 
ly be ignored. The use of patronage 
power to club a congress into submis- 


sion may be forgiven, even applauded, 
by the community. The use of patron- 
age power to pay personal or political 
debts, at the expense of a most im- 
portant branch of the public service, 
will be neither forgotten nor forgiven.”

CURRENCY REFORM 
BILL 1S FINISHED 


Six Democrats 


Complete 
Measure as Approved by 
Wilson—Goes to Senate 
With Republicans’ Bill. 


Wiashington, November 14.—The ad- 
ministration currency reform bill, as 
it probably will go to the senate with 
the approval of President Wilson, was 
completed tonight by six democrats 
of the senate banking and currency 
committee. Senator Hitchcock and the 
five republican members of the com- 
mittee continued to write into their 
draft of the measure amendments 
which the white house has disapproved. 
Arrangements probably will be made 
tomorrow to send both bills to the sen- 
ate for consideration some time next 
week, 

The democrats completed their draft 
after working all day and well into the 
evening in an effort to hurry the bill 
along. As completed, the measure pro- 
vides for a system of éight regional 
banks, to be capitalized ‘by enforced 
subscriptions from the national banks 
of the country, with unlimited powers 
of rediscount and currency issue and 
the power to hold reserves, the entire 
system to be under the control: of a 
federal reserve board. 

-Minor Amendments Made. 

In today’s session the democrats— 
Chairman Owen and Senators Pome- 
rene, Hollis, Reed, O’Gorman and Shaf- 
roth—made minor amendments to the 
bill. They cut down the federal re- 
serve board from nine, as fixed by a 
former vote of the committee, to seven, 
as originally fixed in the house bill, 
the secretary of the treasury and six 
members to be appointed by the presi- 
dent “with regard to the financial, 
commercial and geographical divisions 
of the country,” to composed the board. 

Each member would hold office for 
six years, one term expiring each year, 
and wauld receive $10,000 a year sal- 
ary. 

Into the deliberations of both 
branches of the committee today the 
question of the guarantee of bank de- 
posits was injected. It was reported 
during the day that the democrats had 
adopted an amendment proposed in the 
senate by Senator Williams, of Mis- 
sissippi, providing for a tax of 1 per 
cent on deposits\to form a guarantee 
fund. 
however, the democrats declared the 
matter had been set aside, and with 
other matters would be considered in 
connection with a bill revising the 
banking laws to be taken up at the 
next session of congress. 

The republicans considered a propo- 
sition advanced by Senator Bristow 
providing that after the regional banks 
had paid 5 per cent dividends on their 
capital stock and had accumulated a

FOLLOWING WIFES 
DEATH, BRUNSWICK 
MAN IS ARRESTED 


Police Authorities Are In- 
vestigating What Is Al- 
leged to Be an Unusually 
Brutal Murder. 


CRUSHED BY BLOWS 


Body of Woman Missing 
for Several Days Is Found 
Lying Near the Railroad 
Track. | 


Brunswick, Ga., November 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Brunswick and Glynn county 
officers have been trying all of today 
to solve what appears to be one of the 
most heinous crimes ever committed in 
the county, and while tonight they 
have in jail here the husband of Mrs. 
V. H. Davis, whose mutilated body was 
found today, no evidence has yet been 
secured to directly connect him with 
the crime. 

Mrs. Davis who resides near Thal- 
man, a short distance from this city, 
disappeared from her home about ten 
days ago. Since that time relatives 
have searched everywhere for her, but 
not until this morning was any trace of 
her whatever was found. In a seclud- 
ed spot in the thick woods, a short dis- 
tance from the track of the Atlanta 
Birmingham and Atlantic railroad here, 
her dead body was found. 

Coroner Jennings was at once noti- 
fied, and he left Brunswick immediate- 
ly, accompanied by two or three dep- 
uty sheriffs. An investigation was in- 
Stituted at once, and it developed that 
Mrs. Davis and her husband, who is 
connected with the Georgia Coast Lum- 
-ber. cOmvafiy, had been separated for 
some time, and he was under bend to 
appear at the.next session of the Glynn | 
superior court to answer to a non- 
support charge. 

Brother Wanted by Police. |

Washington, November 14.—Instruc- 
tions were sent to Charge O’Shaugh- 
nessy tonight indicating to him the ex- 
tent to which the United States will 
So in reopening the negotiations with 
those counsellors of Provisional Presi- 
dent Huerta, who earlier in the day 
sought to renew the parleys. , 

The anxiety shown by these officials 
close to General Huerta was regarded 
as a favorable sign by high officials 
here, who expected some definite as- 
surances would be forthcoming quickly 
of compliance with the American de- 
mand that the new congress be mt 
convened and that Huerta be elimi- 
nated. 

The position of the American gov- 
ernment, however, is that unless some- 
thing definite is promised by the Huer- 
ta officials the resumption of the ne- 
gotiations would be fruitless. 

‘The government will not resume ne- 
gotiations with those officials close te 
Hiuerta until assurances can be givén 
of Provisional President Huerta’s in- 
tention to resign.

Dispatches from constitutionalist 
headquarters at Nogales, Sonora, an- 
nouncing General Carranza’s absolute 
refusal to accept any “transaction” 
with foreign nations looked toward a 
regulation of Mexico's internal affairs, 
was not commented upon by govern- 
ment officials here. It was suggested 
in some quarters that General Car- 
ranza’s déclaration was. intended 
chiefly to allay any feéling in Mexico 
that he was entering into alliances 
with the United States, a situation that 
might be made an issue, it is realized 
here, and develop discord among his 
followers.

If the corn club boys of the state can be 
interested in cattle raising Georgia will have 
taken a far step in keeping at home the 
millions of dollars now sent abroad for meat 
products.

The Hen’s Fresh Opportunity.

The American hen failed lamentably to 
respond to the policy of protection applied 
to encourage her industry. There have not 
been eggs enough to go around at a rea- 
sonable price for some years. In the s@ason 
of natural plenty the benevolent cold stor- 
age corporations are unable to lay by a 
quantity sufficient to supply the demand in 
the molting season. Eggs now in the mar- 
ket, for the most part, are not laid but de- 
livered by freight. “Early Aprils” are in 
much favor. There is talk of fetching eggs 
from Siberia, Denmark or Norway. Cases 
are reported being rushed over the ocean 
at this moment from Germany and Austria. 
Now is the time to contract for foreign eggs 
to be laid away in cold storage next spring, 
or to speculate in them.

Our Diplomatic Service 
At Its Lowest Ebb 


(From The Providence Journal.) 

James Davenport Whelpley, an experi- 
enced and capable observer, who has re- 
cently returned from a long journey of in- 
vestigation in foreign countries, gives it as 
his opinion that the diplomatic service of 
the United States is now at its lowest ebb. 
“Our Disorganized Diplomatic Service” is the 
title of his article in the November number 
of The Century. This service has never been 
what it should be, though it has always 
enjoyed, the presence of distinguished men. 
We have usually been fortunate, for exam- 
ple, in our ministers aud ambassadors to 
Great Britain; and of late years most of our 
diplomatic representatives in South America 
have been well qualified for their positions. 
But there are two reasons, as Mr. Whelpley 
points out, why as a whole it ig inferior to 
the services of other nations. “The first of 
these,” he says, “lies ‘in the fact that the 


diplomatic corps is a football of the politi- , 


cians and a victim of amateurish experi- 
ments in statecraft. The second reason lies 
in the lack of a continuous foreign policy 
on the part of the American government.” 
These conditions, bad in themselves, are ag- 
gravated when a new administration makes 
sweeping changes in the service. Mr. Whelp- 
ley is emphatic in his remarks on the pres- 
ent situation: 

At no time in the recent history of the 
State department has the American dipio- 
matic service been in a state of such utter 
disorganization and ineffectiveness as at 
present. important posts remain vacant; in 
inany others the American representatives 
are literally sitting on their trunks, igno- 
rant of their possiple fate, unable to make 
plans for the future, and unsuccessful, after 
repeated effort, in extracting from Washing- 
ton any word as to what is guing to hap- 
pen. . Past services have counted tur 
nothing in changes that have been made 
and the new men have not been sent to any 
particular place because of the special re- 
quirements of that place, but because of the 
wishes or importance of the man himseif 
This disorganization has now extended even 
tu the secretarial staffs of the embassies and 
legations. 

The weak spot in the record of the Wil- 
son administration, indeed, has been its 
dealings with the diplomatic service. How 
much of the blame should be imputed to 
the president and how much to the secre- 
tary Of Stase does not now matter. It is 
at least a fair assumption that if Mr. Bryan 
had been less interested in his chautauqua 
lectures and more in his duties at Wash- 
ington the record would have been different. 
True, the habit of playing politics with the 
service is not a new one, and every admin- 
istration has indulged in it more or- less. 
At the same time, the two previous admin- 
istrations made honest efforts to recognize 
the principle of security of tenure and pro- 
motion tor creditable work. Their aim should 
not have been undone by the reckless dis- 
placement of tried officials by untried. Fur- 
thermore, if Mr. Whelpley is right, the loot- 
ing has not been accomplished effectively: 
everything is at sixes and sevens, and no 
one knows what Mr. Bryan really intends 
to do. 

A condition of affairs like this is. thor- 
oughly reprehensible. The United States is 
losing prestige in the far east, in South 
America, in the Orient, by a vacillating 
policy inspired by no definite aim. Never 
did we need more the assistance of skilled 
diplomatists. No other nation conducts its 
foreign relations in this helter-skelter fash- 
ion. Great Britain, Germany, France and the 
rest recognize the diplomatic service ag one 
calling for able and experienced men. Turn- 
ing out such men wholesale on every change 
of government would be to them an intol- 
erable idea. What can our amateur diplo- 
mats do when pitted against professional 
diplomats? The best We ean hope is that 
they may not disgrace us by their blunders, 
Surely that is a humiliating position for a 
graat power to be in!

WAS AMERICA KNOWN TO THE ANCIENTS? 


Many attempts have been made for years 
to try to conclude, from some of the lines 
from the ancient writers, that they were 
familiar with the existence of the Western 
Hemisphére. Those investigators who have 
made a close study of the subject have gone 
as far back, as Theopompus, a learned his- 
torian and orator, who flourished in the time 
of Alexander the Great. In a book entitled 
“Thaumasia” he gives a dialogue between 
Silenus and Midas, in which the former says 
to the latter, after much supplementary con- 
versation, that Europe, Asia and Africa are 
but islands surrounded on all sides by the 
Sea; but that there was a continent sit- 
uated beyond there, which was of immense 
dimensions, even without limits; and that 
it was so luxuriant as to produce animals 
of prodigious magnitude: and men grew 
to double the height of themselves and that 
that had many great cities; that gold and 
silver was there in vast quantities, ete. 

And yet another writer, Hanno, who 
flourished when the Carthaginians were in 
their greatest prosperity, the best account 
of whom is to be found in Mariana’s “His- 
tory of Spain.” He is supposed to have 
lived about 800 years before the Christian 
erd. He was an officer of great enterprise, 
having sailed around and explored the coast 
of Africa, set out from the Pillars of Her- 
cules, now called the Straits of Gibraltar, 
and sailed westward thirty days. Hence it 
is inferred by many that he must have vis- 
ited America or some of its islands. He 
wrote a book, which he entitled “Periplus,” 
giving an account of his voyages, which was 
translated and published about 1533 in 
Greek. 

Diodorus Siculus says that some “Phoeni- 
cians were cast upon a most fertile island 
opposite to Africa.” This writer lived 100 
years before Christ. Islands lying west 
of Europe and Africa are certainly men- 
tioned by Horace and Homer. They were 
called Atlantides, and were supposed to be 
about 10,000 furlongs from Africa. 

Aristotle, or the author of a book which 


is generally attributed to him, speaks of 


@ great continent berond the seas, but the 
passage savors something of hearsay, and 
s as follows: “Some say that, beyond the 


| Pillars of Hercules the Carthaginians have 


found a very fertile island, but without iIn- 
habitants, full of forests, navigable rivers 
and fruit in abundance. 

“It is many days voyage from the main- 
land. Some Carthaginians, charmed by the 
fertility of the country, thought to marry 
and settle there, but some say that the gov- 
ernment of Carthage forbid the settlement 
upon pain of death from the fear that it 
would increase in power so as to deprive 
the mother country of her possessions there.” 

If Aristotle had uttered this as a pre- 
diction that such a thing would take place 
in regard to some future nation, no one, 
perhaps, would have called him a false 
prophet, for the American revolution would 
have been its fulfillment. Many writers in- 
terpret Aristotle's: reference to the Ameri- 
can continent, while others think he was re- 
ferring to the lost Atlantis, whose existence 
is a mystery. ; 

Seneca lived about the commencement of 
the vulgar era, and he wrote tragedies, and 
in one of them occurs this passage as trans- 
lated: “The time will come when the ocean 
will loosen the chains -of.nature, and we 
shall belrold a vast country. A new Typhis 
shall discover new worlds. Thule shall no 
longer be considered the last country of the 
known world.” 

Not only these passages from the an- 
clent authors have been cited and moderns, 
but many more, though less to the point, 
to show that in some way or other America 
must have been peopled from some of the 
eastern continents. Almost every country 
has claimed the honor of having been its 
first discoverer and, hence, the progenitor 
of the Indians. 

But since the recent discoveries in the 
north writers upon the subject say but lit- 
tle about getting over inhabitants from Eu- 
rope, Asia or Africa through the difficult 
way of the Atlantic seas and islands, as it 
is much easier to pass them over the nar- 
row channels or upon the ice.

THE MOON OF NUTS. 


Nut bread is very rich and is well liked 
by lovers of good eating. I use American 
er black walnuts for it and find it sweeter 
than when’ made with 
the English walnut. 
Make a bread sponge as 
usual, but add a cup of 
scalded white corn meal 
to the flour before put- 
ting in the yeast. In 
the morning work it 
down and incorporate a 
cup of chopped nut ker- 
reels to every loaf of 
bread that you plan to 
make. Shape and put 
in well greased bread 
pans to rise. Bake in 
a moderate oven. 

Vegetarians all look 
to nuts to furnish them 
with meat substitutes 
for, with the exception 
of chestnuts, they are 
all rich in oil. 

Nut butter is liked 
by all persons fond of 
a rich spread, with the 
help of a food chopper it is easily made at 
home. and finer in flavor than the commer- 
cial article. The principal reason for mak- 
ing them at home, however, is to have them 
fresh, as these butters are sold in stores at 
a lower price than we can purchase the 
nuts and make them. 

You need not use all peanuts, but these 
usually form the base; pecans and Brazil 
nuts make a splendid addition. Use the 
finest knife in the food chopper and put the 
nuts through twice, season with salt and 
a tiny bit of pepper the second time, if 
the butter is to be used immediately a few 
drops of cream may be added. 

Nut croquettes are favorites with those 
persons who cannot indulge in fried foods, 
as they are baked. Rice is used for the 
base in the place of cream sauce; if it is 
too dry moisten with the yolk of an egg. 
A half cup of walnut kernels is used with 
each cup of rice, but more or less will not 
injure the result. Shape the croquettes and 
roll them in well buttered crumbs. Bake 
in a very hot oven until the outside is a 
nice golden brown. 

It is hardly fair to write about nuts 
without inserting a few words in regard to 
taffy, for nut lovers everywhere enjoy mak- 
ing this dainty every fall. The following 
is well suited to any sort of nuts, but hick- 
ory, pecans and walnut are best in it. 

American taffy: Three pint cups of 
sugar, one pint of water, three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, one tablespoonful of vinegar. 
When this is boiling briskly add a half a 
tablespoonful of. cream of tartar. Spread 
the nuts‘on a buttered tray or platter and 
when the syrup has boiled until it cracks in 
water pour it over them. 


The Strong Public Servant.

These views on personal government de- 
rive no additional importance from the fact 
that they are delivered at Buenos Aires and 
not at Oyster Bay: ° 

A strong people need never fear a strong 
man or a strong government, for a strong 
government is the most efficient instrument 
and a strong man the most efficient servant 
of a strong people. It is an admission of 
popular weakness to be afraid of a strong 
public servant. 

Nowadays many well-meaning and sincere 
judges have grown to regard themselves as 
having a God-given right to declare on their 
own responsibility wnat laws the people are 
to be allowed to enact. 

It is perhaps permissible to call atten- 
tion to the historical fact that similar opin- 
ions both of personal government and of 
the judiciary were entertained seventeen 
centuries ago by the youthful and lamented 
Caracalla. 

That strong public servant, governing 
that strong people, the Romans, disposed of 
the obstructive judiciary in a manner dis- 
tinguished for its directness and simplicity, 
as the mourning family and grieving friends 
of Chief Judge Papininus were frequently 
heard to remark when Caracalla was away 
lecturing beyond the equator.

Ponderous Personages 
HOMER.

Homer was a citizen of Greece who lived 
80 long ago that some difficulty is found 
in celebrating the correct centenary of his 
birth. He was a blind man, and grew up 
without many advantages: also without a 
job. 

Homer had a good voice, however, and 
he could sling the Grecian language with 
deftness and in a flowing, eloquent manner. 
Therefore, he did not worry about work, 
but procuring a second-hand harp and a 
Pair of newly half-soled sanaals he set out 
through Greece, singing songs of his own 
composition. 


For many years Homer kept up this 
occupation. It was a healthy life, and he 
Srew old untroubled with dyspepsia or liver 
complaint, but he endured many hardships. 
Time after time the police of Aeolis, Ionla 
and other flourtshing comntunities yanked 
him up for begging on the streets without 
a license and gave him the alternative of 
getting out of town or gving to the works, 
He was ragged and unkempt, his beard 
looked like a perambulating haystack and 
whenever he broke the E string of his faith- 
ful old harp he had to put up his sandals 
for security before he could buy a new 
one. 

Homer kept on composing more poetry 
and putting it to music until he could sing 
seven or eight hours.at one sitting on the 
Same poem. Each year he drew larger audi- 
ences, and some of the magazines were con- 
sidering taking up his stuff, when he finally 
died of old age and inflammatory rheuma- 
tism, caused by sleeping on the rocky hill- 
Sides of Thrace in the late fall, with a tooe 
well ventilated mantle for a quilt. 

After Homer died, the people missed him 
and they began to dig out copies of his 
poems which he sometimes sold for a night's 
lodging. The poems read so well that lit- 
erary critics began to praise Homer, and 
within a few years he was the greatest poet 
of his times. His fame kept growing until 
Grecian towns were compelled by law to 
read his works at certain festivals, and

which he sometimes sold for a 
night’s lodging.” 
Aeolis went to war with Ionia because the 
latter claimed him as an old home boy. 
Homer wrote the Iliad and the Odyssey, 
both full of wonderful adventures, which 
were not probably entirely true. His trade 
is still followed by hundreds of blind men 
who sing on the streets, but who do not 
become as famous as Homer, for several 
réasons—one of which is the fact that they 
insist on singing their own songs, as he did.

$196 000 1S AT STAKE. 
IN FEDERAL COURT SUIT 


Oil Company Says Contract 
Should Have Read “Gal- 
lons,” Not “Barrels.” 


Because “barrels” instead of “gal- 


lons” was written in a contract be- 
tween T. E. Purcell, of Atlanta, with 
a garage on Auburn avenue, and the 
Texas company, a corporation under 
the laws of the Lone Star state, deal- 
ing in oils, with offices in Atlanta, 
Judge Newman is now hearing an in- 
teresting recital tnvolving $196,002.16. 

March 23, 1912, so the papers show, 
Purcell entered into a contract with 
the Texas company for the delivery to 
him oils and other products named, a 
maximum of 60,000 “barrels,” while 
40,000 “barrels” was shown as the 
minimum. The price named in the 
contract was 11 cents. 

Neither party 
vgecasion to refer ro the signed paper 
until the price of oil had materially 
increased and T. E. Purcell called for 
the delivery of the “barrels” named 
in the paper not delivered. Asserting 
that the purchase contract should read 
“gallons” and not “barrels” the Texas 
company essayed an adjustment of the 
contract, but without results. Hold- 
ing to the reading of the contract, ee 
FE. Purcell on March 27, 1913, brought 
suit in the Fulton superior court for 
$196,002.16, the amount he figured due 
him had he sold the “barrels” written 
in the contract rather than the “gal- 
lons.”’ 

Rather than meet the demands of 
T. E. Purcell, the Texas company, &@ 
non-resident of the state, asked Judge 
Newman, by its attorneys, Rosser & 
Brandon and Slaton & Phillips, for an 
grder enjoining the plaintiff, E. 
Purcell, from prosecuting his suit in 
the state courts and at the same time 
requesting an order for correcting the 
contract.

Power of Comptroller to Issue 
Execution Against Defaulting 
Tax Collectors Invalid. 


In an opinion written by Justice At- 
Kinson yesterday in the case of 8S. &. 


Gaulden vs. W. A. Wright, comptroller

Washington, November 14.—Presi- 
Gent Wilson late today instructed As- 
Sistant Commissioner Hanger, of the 
board of mediation and conciliation, to 
proceed at once to New Orelans to ald 
In settling the strike of Southern Pa 
Cific railway operating employees. 

Houston, Texas, November 14.—Ex- 
cept for two trans-continental passen- 
wer trains, the Atlantic system of the 
Southern Pacific railroad was reported 
tied up by strike today. A network 
Of about 2,100 miles of track between 
New Orleans and El Paso, including 
some short north and south branch 
lines, comprised the strike territory. 

Mediation by the federal board at 
Washington has been refused by the 
men. Early this afternoon both sides 
appeared to be preparing for a long 
Struggle. 

Early today some unidentified person 
started a large passenger engine, let- 
ting it run wild in the yards here un- 
til it was derailed. A carload of cot- 
ton was burned where it stood on the 
Southern Pacific tracks in another part 
of this city. Union leaders announced 
that strict measures would be taken 
to prevent violence by strike sympa-- 
thizers. 

The four unions involved 
trainmen, firemen, conductors and en- 
gineers and their ‘helpers. 

The business men decided to 
President Wilson to do what he could 
toward terminating the trouble. A 
committee was appointed to draft a 
message to the president. 

The westbound train carrying the 
mail left here shortly before noon 
manned by a mixture of employees oth- 
er than regular trainmen and engine- 
men. No disorder was reported. 

Union officers said they believed the 
strike would spread to the far western 
lines of the Southern Pacific. They 
said they believed enginemen and train- 
men on lines from [cl Paso to the Pa- 
cific and up the coast would go out in 
sympathy.
